Last year set another reeord in 
‘he motor industry. Nearly 20,000,- 
000 motor vehicles, or 19,954,347, 
to be exact, were ered in the 
United States in 1925. This repre- 
sented an increase of 13 per cent 
over 1924 in passenger cars and 
12% per cent in trucks. In the 
world there were 24,564,574 vehi- 
cles in 1925, of which 19 per cent 
were owned in foreign countries.
